"Calif ornia has the finost State park 
systom in America, Its 70 parks inecludo 
the tallest trocs In tho,world, tho 
largest trecs in the world, the marine 
grandour of Point Lobos, many fino 
beaches, and other admirable public play- 
grounds. It is now proposed to throw all - 
these parks open to drilling for ges and 
oil and, if the tegislature so desires, 
to allow the pirks to be sold andthe’ 
moncy used, not to buy other parks but to 
be put into the BCnCre fund.or used in 
any way dosired. 

"California, like all States; is pressed 
for monoy. However, we arc not so poor 
that we have to "hock" our parks and-bo- 
tray the donors of millions of dollars in 
order to raise money.” 

Sierra Club mombers are urged not only 
to vote against this measure, but to, 
raise thoir voices against it and thus 
rally tho opposition.
